The Shanghai News Letter says: The 
rebels showed themselves in Tientsin during 
id tho let iustant 
imatod, of 3U.O00 
men, led by a Tartar brave, only about 
niueteen years old. The usual Bcenes of 
burning villages aud sloughter of the country 
people were enaoted very near here. The 
grain junks in the Peiho River appeared to 
bo the object for approaching Tientsin, as tho 
piano was not attacked, On the 17th inst. 
rumors of rebels being at Pou-Ting-Fou 
were again circulated; 

Tho Uuimd States sleamer Shenandoah, 
which left Shanghai on the 18tb of March 
lust for tho Coraa, via Chefoo, and returned 
tu Chofoo on tho 19:h ol May, reports that 
uftcr spending four days in sounding among 
the islunds which lay off the const of Coroa, 
tho vessel anchored in»ido the river Ping- 
yang. From this point surveys wero con- 
tinued till t lie 2 1st of April, when a point 
about 25 miles from the month, where tho 
natives have established a military Elation, 
was arrivod at, This was the furthest point 
reached. The river is upwards nf a mile 
wide, and from six to oight fathoms de.^p. 
The boat in which the Shenandosh's officers 
were taking sounding* was here fired upon, 
nnd as Captuin Fobiger's instructions did not 
warrant Ihe use of force, lurlher progress was 
abandoned. A short distance above, thn 
Ping-yang River proper enters, and about 
30 miles beyond or 60 miles from the open
